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The  Chattanooga  Order  MINII41M  uniform  producer  prices  per  c\vb.  at  pool  plants  for  milk 
testing  3-5^  butterfat  are:  Base  Milk  - ^7*10  and  Excess  Milk  - $5 •86.  The  producer 

butterfat  differential  is  7*2  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below 
3-5^  test.  This  is  a Base  and  Excess  price  increase  of  84  cents  and  72  cents  respect- 
ively above  May  1972. 

In  May  1973>  62.1%  of  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in  Class  I at 
$7*70  per  c^vt.  and  37*9^3  ^'^a-s  priced  in  Class  II  at  $5-66  per  cwt.  The  May  butterfat 
differential  for  Class  I was  7*^  cents  and  Class  II  was  7.0  cents. 

Total  producer  milk  received  during  May  1973  was  39>626,510  pounds  vrhich  is  a in- 
crease of  316,894  pounds  or  0.8%o  compared  mth  May  1972.  Deliveries  of  producer  Base 
milk  exceeded  producer  milk  used  in  Class  I by  10,757,030  pounds  or  per  cent  ageifise 
only  69.6^  of  Base  milk  vas  used  in  Class  I.  The  May  daily  average  deliveries  from 
726  producers  was  l,76l  pounds.  This  compares  to  745  farms  delivering  a daily  average 
of  1,702  pounds  per  day  during  May  1972. 


The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricvilture  has  recommended  issuance  of  a new  Federal  milk 
marketing  order  regulating  the  handling  of  milk  in  the  Lalce  Mead  marketing  area.  The 
marketing  area  to  be  covered  by  the  order  includes  Las  Yagas,  Nevada,  the  urban  area 
around  it  (in  Clark  County),  and  the  cities  of  St.  George  and  Cedar  City,  Utah. 

USDA' s Agricultural  Marketing  Service  said  the  recommended  decision  was  based  on 
evidence  received  at  a public  hearing  in  St.  George,  Utah,  October  17-19,  1972. 
Issuance  of  the  order  was  supported  by  three  cooperative  associations  representing 
8.bout  85  percent  of  the  Grade  A milk  producers  supplying  the  market. 

Similar  to  other  milk  orders,  the  ne\r  Lake  Mead  order  would  set  minimum  prices  to 
dairy  farmers  for  milk  sold  to  dealers  operating  in  the  designated  marketing  area. 

Dealers  irould  pay  for  milk  according  to  three  use  categories.  Class  I would  include 
milk,  skim  milk,  and  other  fluid  milk  products;  Class  II  would  include  cream  and 
also  milk  used  in  cottage  cheese,  eggnog,  and  yogurt;  and  Class m would  include 
milk  used  in  ice  cream  and  other  manufactured  dairy  products. 

To  facilitate  producer  iDayments,  all  payments  for  milk  by  handlers  would  be  paid  to 
the  market  administrator.  Producer  payments  would  be  made  by  the  market  administrator 
directly  to  cooperatives  and  individual  producers.
